In 10-Inning 1-0 Win 


Tomorrow's 
Game Will 
Be Decisive 


BROOKLYN UP)—Jackie 
Robinson’s single with two 
out and two on base in the 
10th inning brought in Jun­ 
ior Gilliam with a run that 
gave the Brooklyn Dodgers 
a 1-0 victory over the New 
York Yankees today and 
tied the World Series at three 
victories each. 
The seventh and deciding 
game will be played at Ebbets 
Field tomorrow. 


BRILLIANT DUEL 
Robinson’s hit broke up a 
brilliant pitching duel between 
Bob Turley of the Yanks and 
Clem Labine of the Dodgers. 
It was only the fourth hit off 
Turley, who was in occasional 
trouble because of wildness 
but struck out eleven. Labine, 
touched for five hits in the 
first four innings, yielded only 
seven in all. 
Walks to Gilliam and Duke 
Snider, the latter intentional, 
paved the way for Robinson’s 
winning 
blow, which sailed 
over the head of left fielder 
and hit the left field wall. 
FIRST SINCE 1954 
It was the first extra-inning 
World Series game since the 
opener of the 1954 series be­ 
tween the New York Giants 
and 
Cleveland 
Indians 
and 
first extra-inning shutout in 
series play since the Giants 
beat the Philadelphia Athletics 
3-0 in ten innings, on Oct. 8, 
1913. 
A crowd of 33,224 thrilled as 
Labine 
and Turley 
battled 
through nine scoreless innings 
of brilliant pitching with , hard­ 
ly a scoring threat by either 
team. 
The Yanks got two on 
base in the sixth and again 
in the eighth but failed ft) get 
a runner past second. 
LEFT STRANDED 
The Dodgers didn’t get a 
man as far as second until the 
sixth, when they drew two 
walks. 
In the eighth Labine 
got a ground rule double and 
Duke Snider was intentionally 
passed, 
but they were 
left 
stranded. 
Threats were few as the two 
right-handers, Turley and his 
fast ball and Labine and his 
variety of curves, dueled bril­ 
liantly. 
Labine got Mickey Mantle on 
an infield bouncer with two out 
and two on in the third; retired 
Billy Martin on a pop up with 
Yogi Berra on second and Enos 
Slaughter on first in the sixth, 
and set down both Berra and 
Slaughter 
after Joe 
Collins 
had doubled and Mantle had 
been intentionally passed with 
one out in the eighth.

300 Apartments Sought

An Oakland real estate developer has proposed 
plans for 300 luxury apartments with four swimming 
pools which he wants to build at Corte Madera, it was 
learned today.

Architect of the development is Donald Olsen of 
Berkeley. 
Most of the apartments have been planned as one- 
bedroom units, according to Ruth, but there are to be 
two-bedroom apartments as well as studio apartments. 
The developer has applied for a use permit from 
the town of Corte Madera.

Do Novato residents want a 
$1,250,000 flood control pro­ 
ject along Novato Creek at a 
cost of about 15 cents per $100 
tax rate for the next 30 years? 
This question may be put to 
the voters of North Marin at 
the first opportunity (it is too 
late for the November elec­ 
tion), if recommendations uf 
the county flood control com­ 
mission are adopted. The com­ 
mission last night voted to ask 
the county supervisors to put 
j this question before the voters 
as soon as possible. 


NOV. 6 OUT 
Public Works Director Mar­ 
vin Brigham said there is no 
chance to put the matter on the 
Nov. 6 ballot. F l o o d commis­ 
sioners did not recommend a 
specific date but indicated that 
the first special election in No­ 
vato would be a good time. 
The recommendation, made 
by Francis Newton of Belve­ 
dere, asks the county to call 
for a $1,250,000 bond election 
at a tax rate not to exceed 35 
cents and a bond retirement 
period of not less than 20 
years. 


CITES RATES 
The 35-cent figure was toss­ 
ed in by an offhand estimate 
by Brigham, who said a 20 
year bond might mean a tax 
rate of 35 cents to start, then 
drop as assessed value rises. 
A 30-year bond may mean 
about 21 cents tax to start 
dropping to about 9 cents even­ 
tually, Brigham estimated. 
All commissioners present 
approved the recommendation, 
except Richard D. Blaskower 
of Ross, who indicated he is 
not opposed to a bond election 
in Novato but is “fed up” with 
the “constant frustrations” met 
up by the flood control group.

Fairfax will delay further 
action on the county uniform 
sales tax ordinance until Feb­

REFUSE REQUESTS 
Two weeks ago the board de­ 
nied the requests of two men 
for permits to dump their own 
refuse. One said he didn’t need 
the district collection service 
and the other claimed he could 
do his own dumping at less 
expense. 
Still to be resolved is the 
case of Maj. Henry W Silk Jr. 
of Novato, who has told the 
board he can get along without 
the district service because (1) 
he has a garbage disposal unit 
in his home and incinerator for 
burning papers and (2) he 
dumps other refuse outside the 
district. 


After protests by residents 
of Tennessee 
and Tamalpais 
Valleys, Marin Planning Com­ 
mission yesterday disapproved 
an application by the city of 
Sausatito to operate a garbage 
dump in the Tennessee Valley 
area. 
Since the closing of the gar­ 
bage 
dump 
at Mill Valley’s 
“front 
door,” 
Sausalito 
has 
been attempting to find an al­ 
ternative to the long haul to 
the Smith Brothers ranch north 
of San Rafael. 
At the planning commission’s 
second public hearing 
yester­ 
day, a motion for denial of the 
application technically failed 
by a 3-3 tie vote. 
The commission was advised 
by the district attorney’s of- 


FLOATING INCINERATOR 
Something’s on fire all right, but 
there’s no cause for alarm. To motor­ 
ists approaching the San Rafael side 
of the new Richmond bridge, it looks 
like a barge burning. Actually it is a 
fireproof steel pontoon barge used as 
an incinerator to burn lumber from 
the former ferry slip, which is being 
demolished by the Duncanson Har- 
relson Co. of Richmond. Burning is 
done only in the daytime, until 4:30 
p.m. Leo French, superintendent of 


the $32,500 demolition job, estimates 
it should be done in a b o u t two 
months. The north wing of the north 
ferry slip has already been domolish- 
ed, and workmen are now tearing 
down the center wing, between the 
two slips.

DeMille Cites 2 Commandments 
As Most Important To Man Today 


NEW YORK UP)—Everyone 
today seems to be searching 
for happiness. At 75 Cecil B. 
DeMille is sure he knows the 
best way to find it. 
“Let the Divine mind flow 
through your own mind, and 
you will be happier,” he said. 
“I have found the greatest 
power in the world is the 
power of prayer. There is no 
shadow of doubt of that. I 
speak from my own experi­ 
ence.” 


IN THE TWILIGHT of a 
fabulous career, the silver- 
haired producer has emerged 
triumphant from a four-year 
struggle to create the most 
expensive motion picture ever 
made, “The Ten Command­ 
ments.” It is the story of 
Moses whom DeMille regards 
as “the greatest human of all 
time.” 
But he says he actually be­ 
gan preparing for the film— 
his 70th—in childhood. 


“THE IDEA BEGAN more 
than 70 years ago when my 
father 
and 
mother 
every 
night read us children a chap- 


ter from the Old Testament, 
a chapter from the New Test­ 
ament, and a chapter of his­ 
tory,” he recalled. 


“The biblical characters be­ 
came as real to us as comic 
book figures are to children 
of today. The nation lost a 
good deal when the Bible was 
taken out of the schools. It 
used to be read in schools 
when I was a boy, and I still 
think it should be.” 


Biographers estimate that 
DeMille’s previous 69 films 
have drawn $630 million at 
the box office and been seen 
by ZVi billion people, or IVi 
times the present population 
of the earth. 


HE IS HOPEFUL his latest 
epic will be shown for genera­ 
tions. 
Even Hollywood has been 
stumped for superlatives to 
describe “The T^n Command­ 
ments.” 
The 24-reel film runs 3 
hours and 39 minutes—about 
7 minutes longer than “Gone 
With the Wind” and more 


than twice as long as a TV 
spectacular. 


The $14 million it cost— 
“up till now”—is not only far 
more than any amount ever 
spent on a TV production. It 
is even more than any con­ 
testant has won on television, 
although, of course, the 1956 
video season is just getting 
under way.

“THE MONEY SPENT on it 
i s n’t 
important,”

THE RAILROAD COMES— 


THRU THE MIDDLE OF THE hOUSE/ 


NIXON HAS NOT indulged 
in a single below-the-beltline 
attack on anybody, anything, 
anytime, anywhere, so far. 
He is sticking to issues and 
arguments and avoiding per­ 
sonalities. 
His “campaign oratory” is 
no more severe than Adlai 
Stevenson’s. 
He 
Is 
disappointing 
his 
critics, disarming his oppo­ 
nents and obviously dissolv- 
i n g 
doubts 
a n d 
making 
friends for himself among his 
sizable Republican audiences. 
Nixon is persistently travel­ 
ing the high road and from 
every evidence I can find, is 
going to stay on it however 
much he may be tempted— 
or even taunted—to do other­ 
wise. 


THERE ARE TWO reasons. 
One is very practical, fhe 
other more imponderable. 
The vice president, I can 
say with knowledge, does not 
intend to become a “contro­ 
versial” figure in the cam­ 
paign. He is fully aware that 
this would hurt the president 
and 
the 
Republican cause, 
that it would add fuel to the 
fire which Democrats want to 
keep 
burning 
and 
that it 
would divert public attention 
from electing a president to 
the m atter of electing a vice 
president. 
Nixon is just not going to 
oblige the opposition and this 
is sufficient in itself to cause 
him to keep his own part in 
the campaign good-tempered, 
even good-natured and tem­ 
perate. 


THERE IS ANOTHER less 
tangible factor. It is perfectly 
clear that Nixon is coming 
ever closer to the awesome 
responsibilities of the presi­ 
dency and the nearness of the 
presidency 
will 
inevitably 
have an effect upon any roan. 
It is, it seems to me, having 
a visible effect upon Nixon. 
He is more careful in ev­ 
erything he says and does. I 
think nearly every corres­ 
pondent on his plane agrees 
that this is evident in both 
the mood and substance of 
his campaign. It restrains his 
words and at the same time 
it seems, almost before our 
eyes, to be investing him with 
more authority and outspok­ 
enness on his own. 


W H A T O U R READERS SAY 


TWICE IN THE past two 
weeks the vice president car­ 
ried the Republican campaign 
to positions not previously 
staked out in Washington be­ 
fore he left. His support of 
the four-day week as a rea­ 
sonable and attainable ob­ 
jective in the next few years 
is a highly significant moral 
commitment, although Nixon 
did not propose to attain it by 
legislative fiat.

EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
If I did not know that J. 
Benton Bostick is one of the 
principal persons to gain by 
the development of Richard­ 
son Bay into a filled-land sub­ 
division and that he and one 
of his associates have a ma­ 
jor financial interest in the 
weekly paper The Pelican, 
which has been opposing pub­ 
lic acquisition of the tide- 
lands, I would be shocked by 
his letter which appeared on 
the I-J editorial page Tues­ 
day. Mr. Bostick has only ex­ 
pressed his “few thoughts” 
and I cannot resist challeng­ 
ing him paragraph for para­ 
graph with some information 
that may be important for 
Tiburoners and Belvedereans 
to consider. 
J. Benton knows that most 
government districts can is­ 
sue any bonded indebtedness 
If they can get it passed by 
two-thirds of the voters and 
if he has been listening to 
“much discussion” on annexa­ 
tion to the Strawberry dis­ 
trict, he knows also that the 
trustees cannot impose any 
tax rate. 
In the 
condemnation by 
Belvedere of tidelands, the 
judge of the Superior Court 
awarded the $36,000 judg­ 
ment. Next time we will be 
smart enough to ask for a 
jury trial. Having served on 
two 
juries 
involving 
con­ 
demnation suits, I hazard the 
guess that neither Utah’s op­ 
tion price nor the owner's 
opinion would be the only 
basis for a fair value deter­ 
mined by impartial jurors. 
Furthermore, the final nego­ 
tiated purchase price was 
closer to $25,000 after a con­ 
tractor dropped his option. 
It’s not news to peninsula 
residents that taxes on our 
homes will pay for acquiring 
Richardson Bay; many of us 
feel that approximately $10 
per year for 20 years is not 
a bad bargain. Considering 
what Mr. Bostick's company 
paid for the 
tidelands, he 
ought to consider it a good 
bargain too. I have seen no 
figures that would substanti­ 
ate the claim that the devel­ 
opment would provide addi­ 
tional taxes for us, let alone 


pay its own way. To the con­ 
trary, I have seen reliable 
calculations 
which indicate 
that after the first year the 
development would provide 
enough taxes just to cover the 
operating costs of the addi­ 
tional schools but not enough 
excess to even contribute to 
the cost of the land and con­ 
struction which would then 
be a burden on the present 
property owners unless we 
chose double and triple class 
sessions for our children. 
That “there is no recrea­ 
tion at low tides” is a ques­ 
tionable 
statement 
and its 
validity depends on one’s def­ 
inition 
of 
recreation 
and 
parks. Not being an enthusi­ 
ast for clams, my own excur­ 
sion to the mud could only 
have been for the fun of it, 
not for the food. Many peo­ 
ple find it recreative just to 
look at the bay as is, tides 
high or low. It’s even educa­ 
tional. Surely, Mr. Bostick is 
cognizant of the Marin Plan­ 
ning 
Commission's 
recom­ 
mendation for park strips 
along the proposed four-lane 
highway, 
which 
would

cheaper to do with public 
ownership. 
• If we accept state finan­ 
cial aid, then it is true that 
the general public of tourists

The original and primary 
purpose in the development 
of the Belvedere Lagoon was 
to rid the community of mos­ 
quitoes breeding in the stag­ 
nant water under the cakes 
of mud on the flat so that 
the land company could pro­ 
ceed to sell the acreage on 
the north end of the island.

tidal bay waters. Mr. Harry 
Allen’s 
mosquito-abatement 
plan also resulted in the elim­

east side of Belvedere. There 


is no such ugliness nor insects 
to be removed by the filling- 
in of Richardson Bay. 
The fact that a bond issue 
is rejected, such as the Straw­ 
berry proposal for a club­ 
house and pool, is no reflec­ 
tion on the merit of the issue, 
for many school bonds and 
the Marin General Hospital 
bonds were vetoed the first 
time. All of us familiar with 
recreation and park problems 
realize that land is more im­ 
portant at this time than 
improvements which can al­ 
ways 
be 
made 
if there is 
something to improve. Voters 
may take a different attitude 
toward acquisition than they 
would to construction. The 
tax base in Strawberry at the 
time of the formation of the 
recreation district was rela­ 
tively small, so it should be 
small comfort to Mr. Bostick 
that large obligations were 
not assumed. An important 
reason for expanding the dis­ 
trict now is to spread the cost 
by broadening the base. 
The Reed School District, 
and others in Marin, do not 
“want sites,” the trustees are 
forced to acquire land at the 
“going value”; the subdivid­ 
er, knowing that there is no 
choice in the matter, appar­ 
ently calculates the certainty 
of profit from the problem 
he creates. The very fact that 
we cannot expect the sub- 
divider to donate land for 
public use is another very 
good reason for buying it for 
recreation, rather than wait­ 
ing and being forced to pur­ 
chase it for schools. In fact, 
the whole m atter may be re­ 
solved on that one point. 
Would the residents prefer 
to pay to keep the bay or 
pay for schools which will be 
needed only if we lose the 
water? 
In regard to the comparison 
to Newport Beach in Los An­ 
geles, I have already indicat­ 
ed that a district can provide 
income other than taxation 
if the public chooses to have 
a “boating 
and recreation 
business.” I suspect that most 
newcomers join those of us 
who were raised north of the 
Tehachapi in the fervent hope 
there will never be any jus­ 
tifiable comparison between 
Southern California and Ma­ 
rin County.

Killed And 
Who Cares? 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS)—If 
357 people were killed at one 
time in one place here in Cali­ 
fornia, it would be a story of 
unparalleled 
p r o p o r t i o n s . 
News coverage, including pic­ 
tures, descriptive items of the 
tragedy, and scores of report­ 
ers, radio and television men 
would be on hand to record 
the event. Eye-witness stories 
would be at a premium. 
Yet this is a 30-day record 
In California as far as traffic 
accidents are concerned. Peo­ 
ple meeting 
death 
in this 
state last month totaled 357, 
which is a record high for 
any September in history, a 
figure which brings the 1956 
toll to 2710 per sons, just 955 
short of the record of 3,664 
traffic deaths in 1946, accord­ 
ing to B. R. Caldwell, state 
highway patrol commissioner. 


IN VIEW OF the fact that 
the seventh annual governor’s 
Safety Conference is in prog­ 
ress in Sacramento, the time 
might be ripe to again discuss 
traffic fatalities. 
“With our population and 
motor 
vehicle 
registration 
reaching new highs daily, we 
are faced with a serious chal­ 
lenge to stop this unneces­ 
sary toll,” Caldwell said. 


IT IS UNNECESSARY, and 
It can be assumed that every 
one of the 357 deaths, in fact, 
every one of the 2,710 dead 
this year, could have been 
avoided. 


THE GOVERNORS Safety 
Conference has been meet­ 
ing now for seven years, and 
the death rate continues to 
go up. This is not to say the 
conference is doing a bad job, 
for the death rate might be 
even higher if no conferences 
were held. 
But the fact remains, more 
people die every year as the 
result of avoidable automo­ 
bile 
crashes. Even 
all the 
brains represented at the gov­ 
ernor’s 
conference 
haven’t 
yet solved the problem of how 
to stop the highway carnage. 
Perhaps it is nature’s way of 
helping cut down the popu­ 
lation, but man has thwarted 
nature in many situations, 
and there appears to bo no 
reason 
why 
these 
violent 
deaths should continue. 


THIS COLUMN has stressed 
many times, and the Depart- 
m e n t 
of 
Motor 
Vehicles 
agrees, that there Is insuf­ 
ficient enforcement of the 
driver license laws, that they 
are not stringent enough to 
keep people who should not 
be behind the wheel of an au­ 
tomobile away from a car. 
It also has been pointed 
out * that judges throughout 
the 
state 
are not stringent 
enough with violators. This 
is 
another 
contention that 
many people in officialdom 
agree with. 
If licensees knew they were 
to be penalized by a firm rev­ 
ocation when involved in an 
accident, fewer would hap­ 
pen. If a drunk driver knew 
that he could drive no more 
after menacing the public, 
he would be more apt to turn 
the keys over to a bartender 
when starting a night of rev­ 
elry, and go home in a taxi­ 
cab. 
Slogans, publicity, pleas on 
the part of officials, and oth­ 
er gimmicks dreamed up are 
shown to have little effect on 
drivers. And apparently, get­ 
ting tough is the only answer.

Recently I visited a school 
that starts homework in the 
first grade. That’s much too 
early. The teachers apologized. 
They said the parents demand­ 
ed it. Each six-year-old is sup­ 
posed to drill independently 
30 
minutes 
every 
evening. 
Whew! 
Drill-type homework is ques­ 
tionable even in high school. 
It’s a roaring mistake hi the 
primary grades. That’s when 
children learn their most im­ 
portant skills. Mistakes once 
memorized may never be erad­ 
icated. Little ones should do 
all their studying under the 
watchful eyes of their teacl* 
ers. 
I can sympathize with the 
faculty in that school. Every 
time I print the facts about 
homework I get a snowstorm of 
disapproving 
letters. 
People 
even say I’m subversive. They 
call me bad names. 
What are the facts? Simply 
this. Right up through high 
school most of the time spent 
doing drill-type homework is 
wasted. It’s better for pupils 
to do their studying at school 
with their teachers supervis­ 
ing them. Wise teachers pro­ 
vide for it in their classes. They 
encourage the kids to correct 
their own papers. They help 
them spot mistakes promptly. 
Life is easier for the teachers 
that way. And better for the 
students. 
If homework is assigned, it 
should be adjusted to individ­ 
uals. 
Bright, 
fast 
learners 
should have more work than 
slow learners. Teachers should 
correct their papers and re­ 
turn them promptly. Within a 
day or 
two. 
Otherwise the 


youngsters might as well not 
have done the work. 
You doubt what I say? Then 
go to the library of the college 
nearest your home. Look up 
the studies of homework made 
in the last 50 years. You’ll be 
surprised. You’ll come to feel 
that 
d r i 11-type 
homework 
should be debunked. I especial­ 
ly urge the teachers who read 
these words to look up the 
studies. Will you, please?

Am I being mean when I send 
them home? Their mothers 
seem to think I am.”

(A) You aren’t being mean. 
Every mother must set her own 
standards of conduct for all 
the children who come to play 
at her home.

DeWitt held the 
same post with the St. Louis 
Browns, who first signed Lar­ 
sen. 
“This fellow is a good pitch­ 
er,” says Casey Stengel, 
the 
Yankee manager. “Wonderful 
equipment and potentiality. I 
always felt he could do it if 
he set his mind to it.” 
On a chilly, windy Monday, 
Oct. 8, 1956, Don Larsen set his 
mind to it—and made baseball 


history. 
Twenty-seven members of 
Brooklyn’s 
fence - wrecking 
forces walked to home plate 
at Yankee Stadium. Twenty- 
seven promptly walked back 
to the dugout — victim of 
Don’s blazing fast ball and 
tricky slider. 
It was the first no-hit, no-run 
game in World Series history. 
The game’s mightiest pitchers, 
Cy Young, Christy Mathewson, 
Grover Cleveland Alexander, 
Lefty Grove and Carl Hubbell, 
had tried and come short of 
yesterday’s perfection. 
It was the first perfect major 
league game—no man reach­ 
ing first base—since another 
obscure pitcher, Charley Rob­ 
ertson of the Chicago White 
Sox, choked off Detroit in a 
game April 30, 1922. 
Larsen threw 97 pitches, 71 
of them strikes. He got as many 
as three balls on only one play­ 
er—Pee Wee Reese in the first 
inning. 
The 
six - foot - four, 
225- 
pounder, a righthander, re­ 
tired the Dodgers with such 
consummate ease— catching 
them looking and swinging, 
making them pop up and 
ground out—that the crowd 
of 64,000 sat there numbed— 
hardly realizing the drama. 
“It may take us weeks to 
thaw out,” said one spectator. 
“Then we’ll say to ourselves: 
‘My god, look what we saw'.’ ” 
“He only made one 
bad 
pitch,” said catcher Yogi Berra 


afterwards. “That was the slid­ 
er he threw to Gil Hodges in 
the fifth—it hung there.” 
Hodges cracked the ball like 
a rifle shot to deep left center 
but Mickey Mantle stabbed it 
on a dead run — a beautiful 
catch. 
Larsen demonstrated a bit of 
his complex personality later 
when, pale and breathless, he 
answered machine gun ques­ 
tions of his herculean pitching 
feat. 
“I’m not much of a prayer 
man,” he said. “ But 1 kept 
asking somebody up there to 
help me get through this. My 
knees got so weak in the 
ninth inning I thought I was 
going to faint.” 
Then somebody asked him 
what he planned to do that eve­ 
ning. 
“What I do every evening,” 
he said. “I’ll have a couple of 
beers and go to bed.” 
Larsen told a friend that he 
was so anxious to win in the 
World Series that he decided 
to start training hard. So he 
put himself on a schedule of 
no strong drink and early-to- 
bed. 
He was disillusioned when 
he was shelled from the mound 
in the second inning of the 
second game, won by the Dodg­ 
ers 13-8. 
“That’s the last time I’m 
going to bed early,” he said. 
“I’m going back to enjoying 
life and nobody better stop 
me. I’m gonna win the next 


time and good times will 
roll.” 
Larsen is 27, boyish-faced, 
good-looking and crew-cut. He 
looks years younger. On the 
road, he rooms with Rip Cole­ 
man, young Yankee pitcher. 
He likes his beer. He is a comic 
book fan. 
During spring training last 
April, Larsen drove his auto­ 
mobile into a tree at 5 o’clock 
one 
morning, 
suffering 
no 
physical damage but getting 
involved with the traffic court. 
Everybody expected Casey 
Stengel to crack down on his 
“problem child.” But Casey 
called Don into his office, 
gave him a strong dressing 
down and then sent him out 
on the field to do wind 
sprints. They were the only 
punishment. 
“Casey 
likes 
Larsen,” 
a 
Yankee said. “His two favorites 
are Larsen and Billy Martin. 
I think it’s because they’ve got 
a little devil in them.” 
Until he pitched the greatest 
World Series game of all-time, 
Larsen’s mark in baseball had 
been an undistinguished one. 
He was a crack baseball and 
basketball player at San Diego 
High School — having moved 
with his family from Michigan 
City, Ind.—when he was signed 
by the Browns after graduation 
in June, 1947. The scout was 
Art Swartz and both DeWitt 
and Larsen agree on the price 
Don received for signing. “I 
got nothing * Larsen said.

Larsen's Achievement Reminds 


Of Other Unique Baseball Feats 


BROOKLYN OP) — Destiny 
claimed Don Larsen today as it 
has claimed only nine other 
men in baseball history. 


Down through all the years it 
had come to only these few 
to possess what the New York 
Yankees’ 
27-year-old 
right­ 
hander 
possesses 
today—an 
achievement which sets him 
apart for all time. 
These are men who achieved 
immortality in varying ways— 
one with a stroke of his bat, 
another with a stroke of luck 
and four others with the help 
of each other. 
And yet, they 
stand unique—to be remember­ 
ed for all time because each 
has stood in a situation in 
which none other can say he 
has. 
Larsen achieved that distinc­ 
tion yesterday with the first 
perfect game in the 53-year his­ 
tory of World Series games. If 
he never retires another bat­ 
ter—or throws another ball— 
he always will be remembered 
for his special two hours and 
six minutes of consummate 
pitching ability. 
Such an hour came to Bobby 
Thomson of the New York 
Giants on Oct. 13, 1951, when 
he stroked a three-run homer 
off Ralph Branca with one out 
in the last half of the ninth 
inning to give his team a 5-4 
victory in the final game of 
its three-game playoff for the 
flag with the Dodgers. It was— 
and is—the greatest “clutch 


hit” in the game’s history. 
That same— and yet dis­ 
tinct—lightning if immortality 
struck for Cookie Lavagetto, 
Oct. 3, 1947, when his pinch- 
hit, two-run double in the last 
of the ninth deprived Bill Bev- 
ens of the Yankees of a World 
Series no-hitter and gave the 
Dodgers a 3-2 triumph. He is. 
forevermore, the greatest of 
world series pinch-hitters. 
It struck also for a 23-year- 
old rookie named Johnny Van- 
der Meer in 1938. It lasted over 
a spread of five days—June 11 
and June 15—when the young 
Cincinnati Redleg pitcher hurl­ 
ed two consecutive no-hitters. 
He was never to be a great 
pitcher but he, too, stands uni­ 
que in the game’s annals with 
an incomparable accomplish­ 
ment. 
For Bobo Holloman, it hap­ 
pened on May 6, 1953, the day 
he made his first start as a 
pitcher 
for 
the 
St. 
Louis 
Browns. The result was a no- 


i hitter, the only one pitched by 
a first-game starter 
in the 
game’s history. 
It came to Bill Wambsganns 
of the Cleveland Indians in 
1916 when a stroke of luck 
made him the only man ever to 
turn in an unassisted triple 
play in World Series competi­ 
tion. 
And it came to four other 
pitchers in varying degrees. 
To Fred Toney and Jim Hip­ 
po Vaughan it came on May 
17, 1916, when each pitched 
no-hit ball for nine full in­ 
nings—the only double no-hit­ 
ter in the game's history—and 
to Leon Cadore and Joe Oesch- 
ger it came on May 1, 1920, 
when they matched each other 
for 26 brilliant innings and a 
1-1 tie. 
And, today, young Larsen 
joins them—a man who hence­ 
forth walks apart from his 
teammates and belongs only to 
the ages.

Thus the parties desire and intend, insofar as possible, by this 
Agreement, to settle their rights and obligations with respect to the 
Terra Linda Plant Site, the Terra 
Linda Plant, and the Terra Linda 
Collection System; and to offer a 
basis for serving the Terra Linda 
Connected Area with sanitary sewage collection, treatment, and 
disposal pending the contemplated annexation of Terra Linda Con­ 
nected Area to the District; and to prescribe the terms and con­ 
ditions upon which the Terra Linda Connected Area will be annexed 
to the District, if so annexed. 
It is the further desire of the County and the District to protect 
and secure the owners of property within the Terra Linda Con­ 
nected Area, and their successors in interest, of their rights and 
their investment in the Terra Linda Plant Site, Terra Linda Col­ 
lection System, and Terra Linda Plant, and to protect them against 
further capital investment for sewage disposal facilities over and 
above that contracted for in their respective purchase agreements 
and to protect them with respect to any benefits which they derived 
from the aforesaid subdivision improvement .agreement and the 
M ay 11, 1954 Agreement. 
On the basis of the above facts, it is therefore mutually agreed 
between the County and D istrict as follows:

Subject to the terms and conditions of this Agreement, the 
County agrees to grant to the District, the Terra Linda Plant Site, 
together with all easements which it has for ingress and egress there­ 
to; and to convey to the District all of its right, and title and interest 
in the Terra Linda Plant and in the Terra Linda Collection System. 
2. The County expressly reserves any and all rights which it 
has under the aforesaid subdivision improvement agreement and 
the May 11, 1954 Agreement, or otherwise, if the Terra Linda Col­ 
lection System was not constructed in accordance with the plans 
and specifications prescribed in the aforesaid subdivision improve­ 
ment agreement, and in connection therewith, without lim itation to 
the foregoing, the County agrees (i) to make any necessary inspec­ 
tion and tests, at its own cost- and expense, of the Terra Linda 
Collection System and the Terra Linda Plant after written notice 
to the District engineer of the time and place thereof, the results 
of which tests shall be made available to the District; and (ii) to 
seek all remedies available with respect to said subdivision improve­ 
ment agreement, provided, however, that the County agrees to pay 
over to the District any monies recovered by the County under, or 
with respect to, the said subdivision improvement agreement and 
In connection with the Terra Linda Collection System and/or Terra 
Linda Plant for use by the District in bringing same up to the require­ 
ments of the said plans and specifications or to otherwise defray 
the maintenance cost with respect to the Terra Linda Collection 
System and the Terra Linda Plant, provided the Terra Linda Con­ 
nected Area is annexed to the District on the terms and conditions 
herein prescribed.

The D istrict agrees to perform 
each and every obligation of the County under each of such con­ 
tracts, and agrees, at its own cost and expense, to hold the County 
free and harmless from all liability with respect thereto.

cost and expense, but without expense to the Terra Linda Con­ 
nected area, a sanitary sewage facility to connect the Terra Linda 
Plant with the District Plant and will provide adequate secondary 
treatment facilities for a population of 5,000 people in Terra Linda. 
7. 
Pending the annexation of all of the real property within 
the Terra Linda Connected Area to the District on the terms and 
conditions herein prescribed, the District agrees from and after the 
date hereof to assume toward, and with respect to, each and every 
property owner within the Terra Linda Connected Area, and the 
successors in interest of any such owner, the same obligations which 
it has, directly or indirectly to the owners of property within the 
boundaries of the present District, including, without lim itation, the 
maintenance, operation, replacement, reconstruction, extension and 
expansion of the District Plant and facilities, the Terra Linda Plant 
and dr the Terra Linda Collection System. 
Pending the annexation of all of the real property within the 
Terra Linda Connected Area to the District on the terms and con­ 
ditions herein prescribed, the County agrees not to prohibit addl- 
tionl connections of constructed new homes situated in the Terra 
Linda Connected Area, when ready for occupancy, to the Terra Linda 
Collection System and the Terra Linda Plan t so long as a public 
health nuisance does not result. 
3. 
W ithout lim itation to the foregoing paragraph, the D istrict 
further agrees at its own cost and expense, upon the annexation 
of the property within Terra Linda Connected Area, to make any 
improvements required In order to bring the Terra Linda Collection 
System and the Terra Linda Plant up to the requirements of the 
plans and specifications provided for under the aforesaid subdivision 
improvement agreement if it should be determined by a court of 
competent jurisdiction that said Collection System and/or Plant 
did not meet said 
plans and specifications; 
provided, however, 
that the District's liability under this paragraph shall not exceed 
any cash recovered by the County and/or the District in satisfaction 
of a judgment in any action with respect to the Terra Linda 
Collection System and/or the Terra Linda Plant. 
9. 
This agreement does not contain any restrictions on the 
District, either prior to or after annextion, with respect to the prop­ 
erty within the Terra Linda Unconnected Area. 


10. Notwithstanding anything herein contained to the contrary, 
whether it be pending annexation of the real property within Terra 
Linda Connected Area to the District, or after the annexation of any 
such property, the District shall at no time charge, tax or assess 
the owners of property within Terra Linda Connected Area, directly 
or indirectly for, and the owners of such property or any successor 
in interest of any such owner shall not be 
obligated to pay for, any 
portion of any of the following: 
(1) 
Any exenditures made by the District, or any obligation of 
the District, with respect to bringing the Terra Linda Collection System 
and Terra Linda Plant, or any portion thereof, up to the require­ 
ments of the plans and specifications provided for by the sub­ 
division improvement agreement, provided, however, that after ex­ 
hausting all legal remedies under paragraph 2 above, such relief 
from obligation will not apply with respect to any general District 
funds expended for such purpose after application of all monies 
recovered. 
(ii) 
Any capital expenditure made by the District for, or any 
obligations of the District with respect to, any expansion, extension 
or improvement of or to the D istrict facilities, including the Terra 
Linda Plant, or the Terra Linda Collection System (except as might 
be charable to the Terra Linda Connected Area under the proviso 
in subparagraph (i) above) prior to January 1, 1965 or prior to such 
time as the District is providing sewage collection, treatment and 
disposal service to a population of at least 15,000 people (as deter­ 
mined by government census) whichever should first occur; pro­ 
vided, however, that the exclusion provided for by this subpara­ 
graph shall not apply to any capital expenditure or any obligation 
made or incurred by the District after the approval thereof by ma­ 
jority vote in the Terra Linda Connected Area at an election called 
and conducted in the same manner as an election called for the 
purposes of annexation to a Sanitary District under Article 2, Chap­ 
ter 9, Part 1, Division 6 of the Health and Safety Code of the State 
of California; provided further, however .that after January 1, 1965 
or after the District is serving 15,000 people, whichever should first 
occur, the Terra Linda Connected Area shall shafe in any expendi­ 
ture or obligation made or incurred at .any time with respect to an 
expansion of the District facilities to serve a population in excess 
bf 15,000. 
(iii) 
Without lim itation to subparagraph (ii) above, any obliga­ 
tion of, or any amounts paid by, the District with respect to any 
indebtedness of the District existing as of the date hereof and any 
expenditures or indebtedness to be made or incurred by the District 
with respect to the construction of the connecting facility to be con­ 
structed hereunder between the Terra Linda Plant and the District 
Plant. 
11. Other than as provided in paragraph 10, whether it be 
pending annexation of the property within the Terra Linda Con­ 
nected Area to the District, or after the annexation of any such 
property, the District shall have the right to charge such amounts 
to owners of the Terra Linda Connected Area required to cover their 
shares of the cost of operation (including all costs except those 
mentioned in paragraph 10), of the District providing that the share 
of the owners within Terra Linda Connected Area and the owners 
within the existing District is computed on the same basis. 
Since 
it is impassible to determine at the present time the exact cost of 
operation of the Terra Linda Collection System and Terra Linda 
Plant, it is agreed that until such time as the connecting facilities 
mentioned in paragraph 6 are completed, the D istrict shall have the 
right to charge the owners within the Terra Linda Connected Area 
a total amount of $2.00 per connection per- month, and no more; 
provided however, that the actual cost of operating the Terra Linda 
Plant and Collection System as a separate facility prior to the com­ 
pletion of such connection facility shall be computed; 
and any 
cost in excess of $2.00 per connection per month shall be added 
to the charges in the Terra Linda Connected Area for the 1957-58 
fiscal year; should the actual cost be less than $2.00 per connection 
per month during such period, the difference shall be credited to 
the Terra Linda Connected Area for the 1957-58 fiscal year. 
12. As previously mentioned, it is the opinion of the District 
ind the County that at this time neither has the power to agree 
to annex the Terra Linda Connected Area, or any part thereof, to 
the District on the terms and conditions set forth above. It is agreed, 
however, that any annexation of the Terra Linda Connected Area, or 
any portion thereof, which does take place from and after the date 
hereof shall be subject to the terms of this agreement. It is further 
agreed that if, after a petition is duly made for annexation of all 
property within the Terra Linda Connected Area, and in the event 
all of such property is not annexed, this agreement shall be auto­ 
matically rescinded and terminated and be of no further force or 
effect, and all conveyances and transfers hereunder shall be of 
no further force and effect and the parties hereto shall be restored 
to each and every right which they, and each of them, would have 
had, had this agreement not been made. 
IN W IT N ESS W H ER EO F, this agreement, in two identical coun­ 
terparts, each of which for all purposes shall be deemed original, 
has been duly executed by the parties hereto by their respective 
representatives thereunto duly authorized, ail on the day and year 
first above written.

That W H ER EA S, Grantor is the fee simple owner of that certain 
parcel of real property situate in the County of M arin, State of C ali­ 
fornia, containing approximately 1.8 acres, and described as follows, 
to-wlt:

Vandalism Reported At 


Site Of New Tam Gym 


Extensive vandalism, includ­ 
ing the destruction of two sets 
of architect’s plans, was re­ 
ported today by the builder of 
the $350,000 girls’ gymnasium 
at Tamalpais High School. 
The damage was discovered 
at 7 a.m. today by Joe Yoho, 
job superintendent for Bishop- 
Mattei Construction, Inc., of 
San Francisco. Yoho said that 
when he approached the proj­ 
ect shed he noticed that the 
lock had been tom off. Inside, 
the telephone cord had been 
ripped from the wall and a set 
of plans tom in two. 
Outside Yoho found a sec­ 
ond set of plans ripped to 
shreds and scattered on the 
ground. Four claw hammers 
were missing, and asbestos 
shingles were shattered and 
scattered on the ground along 
with lime. Ground wires were 


torn off power poles. 
Though Yoho said he could 
not estimate the total damage, 
Architects 
Gromme, 
Mulvin 
and Priestley said the plans 
cost $12-$14 each. New plans 
were ordered immediately at 
the expense of the contractor 
and the job moves ahead on 
schedule. 
Sheriff’s deputies, notified of 
the vandalism, were investi­ 
gating. Yoho said he suspects

The figures are expected to 
counter a dissident claim that 
the estero is or was too shal­ 
low for Drake’s Golden Hind to 
navigate. « 
Accompanied by Russell J. 
Daly and M. P. Dillingham of 
Mill Valley, the scouts will ex­ 
plore the estero in six two-man 
bateaux (a type of canoe) and 
will drop leaded lines at va­ 
rious points.

fossil search. According to Dil­ 
lingham, the Drake’s Bay area 
has turned up many fossils of 
blue whales, thought to be 16 
millions years old. The en­ 
campment will last from Friday 
evening through Sunday.
